It is announced in Odessa, according 
to a dispatch from that city, that the 
Russian Government intends to take 
over practically the whole private 
quay property at Sebastopol, with a 
view to converting the port into a naval 
harbor.

Naturalized American to Claim Damages 

From the Republic of Vcnemuela. 

New York.—Hippolyte Lambert, a 
naturalized American, who says he for 
years has been traveling through South 
America organizing socialistic clubs, 
returned on the Clyde lijpe steamship 
New York. Lambert told a story of 
alleged cruel treatment bv Venezu¬ 
elans and says bis case will be brought 
to the attention of the State Depart¬ 
ment at Washington. 

According to bis story Lambert ar¬ 
rived at Caracas on May 20th last and 
registered at the United States Consul¬ 
ate. On July 15th be obtained em¬ 
ployment in a private family at Cara' 
acas as a cook. On the day following 
be was arrested by a squad of police. 
He protested that he was guilty of no 
wrong, but was locked up and his 
effects were seized. Among them, he 
savs, were the notes be had made for 
years concerning socialism and the con¬ 
dition of workingmeu in the different 
countries he bad visited. The police 
also found a copy of a French news¬ 
paper, La Libre Parole, which is an 
organ of the Socialists, and two photo¬ 
graphs. One of these was the Hotel la 
Richie Lambert, which Lambert said, 
he bad once owned in Guatemala, and 
the other was a portrait of Zelanger, 
the man who killed President Barrios 
during the revolution. Other papers 
showed that lie had been mixed up iu 
the revoluton in Salvador and Guate¬ 
mala, but he said that was as far back 
as 1877, before he became an Ameri¬ 
can citizen. 

Continuing, Lambert said the dis¬ 
covery of these papers made the Vene¬ 
zuelans very bitter against him and he 
was thrown into a dungeon. He 
charges that his captors heat him and 
that he was strung up. On another 
occasion, he asserts, he was doubled 
up like a jacknife by his guards, a j 
wooden stave was placed on his knees 
and his arms were bound to the pro¬ 
jecting ends. He was kept in this pos¬ 
ition, with ten rifles lying across his 
back, until be became unconcious. He 
was afterward taken sick witli fever, 
and on July 22d was released and 
placed on board a steamer for Santo 
Domingo, from which place he arrived 
heie.

But one of the agents 
who had been employed in the investi¬ 
gation, an exceedingly able detective 
who speaks Italian, made further in¬ 
quiries upon his own account.

Unprecedential Falling Off In Numbers 
at University This Year. 
Berkeley.—The number of co-eds is 
decreasing in tbe University of Cali¬ 
fornia is the statement which Recorder 
James Sutton makes after compiling 
his registration figures for the term. 
The feminine portion of the college 
population is actually falling off, and 
the men appear to have a chance once 
more to regain tire place they occupied 
in college affairs before the women be¬ 
gan to flock into tbe University. Re¬ 
corder Sutton finds that tbe percentage 
of women in the class entering this 
year is 42 while last year tbe women 
numbered 49 per cent of the freshman 
class.

Sand is not a substitute for gravel in 
the poultry yard. 

One of the best foods for a change is 
sprouted grains. 

Everything about the poultry house 
should be as dry as possible. 

Everything given to the fowls should 
be picked up clean. 

Fowls are healthier when they hare 
to scratch for their food. 

If one can afford to keep poultry at 
all he can afford to keep it well. 

Do not feed sulphur to young fowls, 
it is likely to produce weakness. 

Old ducks never get lice, the oily 
nature of their feathers prevents ver¬ 
min. 

The best layers are those which are 
active and forage well. 

For scaly leg an ointment made of 
sulphur and kerosene is very good. 

Fumigate with sulphur and then' 
whitewash nests, roosts and walls. 

If keeping fowls from which to sell 
eggs, do not keep useless males. 

At no season should draughts of air 
(low over the fowls on the roosts. 

For chicks the milk Nhould not he 
sour or it may cause bowel disease. 

Corn meal Hcalded and mixed with 
boiled mashed potatoes makes a good 
fattening food. 

Treatment of disease with poultry 
should begin with the first symptoms. 

Kill tbe drones, for they eat the 
profit made by the good layers. 

Hens kept in small colonies lay more 
eggs than when crowded together. 

With poultry, as with everything 
else, it is a safe rule to market when¬ 
ever fully ready. 

Lime scattered plentifully around 
helps to keep the poultry house dry. 

One of the best ways of supplying 
ground bone iB to keep it in a box 
where the fowls can help themselves.

Report That M. Felix Is Bankrupt Wltk- 
out Foundation. 

New York.—A cable to the Herald 
from Taris says: A New York paper 
announced some time ago that Felix, 
tbe great Paris costumer, had closed 
his doors in bankruptcy. As a matter 
of fact M. Felix had retired from busi¬ 
ness after amassing a large fortune. 
He is now enjoying a well-earned rest 
in his chateau near Melun and intends 
shortly to write his memoirs. He de¬ 
votee much time to charitable under¬ 
takings he has founded to assist floor 
seamstresses. One of these is patron¬ 
ized by tbe municipality of Paris, 
which allots to it 12000 annually. 

Felix has this to say: “The report 
in question refers to me as being in 
bankruptcy and says that the lavish 
outlay in the Palais de Costumes is 
tbe cause.

My fortune amounts to 50,000,000 
francs. Tbe Palais de Costumes rep- 
presented an investment of 2,000,000 
francs. Of this sum I only held eight 
shares, amounting in all to 25,000 
francs.

Pope to Issue Encyclical on Annrchy. 

London.—“The Pope has been so 
impressed by tbe attack upon President 
McKinley,” says tbe Rome correspond 
ent of tbe Daily Mail, “that be intends 
to take tbe initiative in joint action by 
tha Christian powers against anar¬ 
chists.

Stanford Registration Shows a I>eoreas« 
of Only Seventy-five Students. 

Stanford University. — Summaries 
compiled at the close of the last day’s 
registration show that the total num¬ 
ber of students now in the college is 
1026, a decrease of seventy-five from 
last years’ total of 1101. Of this num¬ 
ber 760 are old students, a falling off 
of sixteen, while the defection in new 
studmits is fifty-nine, there being ^66 
agaiiret 325 for tbe same period of last 
year. 

As was apprehended, the percentage 
of non-residents of California is ma¬ 
terially less than a year ago. About 
one-third of the total came from other 
states and countries, while at present, 
all students who could have availed 
themselves of tbe new regulation ex¬ 
empting Californians from tbe ten- 
dollar fee, and all but ninety have be¬ 
come citizens of the State. Tbe dele¬ 
gations of Dew students from outside 
points is M large as ever, eighty-eight 
of tbe 264 being non-Californians, or 
nearly 34 per cent. Revision and the 
arrivals are likely to bring the total 
list somewhat higher than here stated 
but tbe percentage can change but 
little. 

Owing to tbe trouble encountered in 
determining just who are and who are 
not bona fide Californians, and to the 
fact that tbe total revenue from this 
source is now ridiculously small, it is 
probable that another semester will see 
the entire abolition of tbe registration 
fee.

“He admits that be was inspired by 
Emma Goldman. It is known that 
Czolgose had relations with anarchistic 
leaders in Chicago and elsewhere. He 
is not a degenerate or morally irre¬ 
sponsible. He is an anarchist, and we 
propose to run to earth every man or 
woman that had anything to do with 
the crime or plotting of it. 

“The wretch’s own father says he 
ought to be hanged. Anarchism and 
assassination are getting to be the 
curse of the world, and it is high 
time *11 civilized nations were uniting 
to stamp them out.” 

Members of the Cabinet discussed 
steps which may be taken to prevent 
the recurrence of these dreadful trage¬ 
dies. Action of the most decisive 
character was decided upon. Attorney- 
General Knox will draft a law, which 
will be presented to Congress next 
winter, giving Federal jurisdiction 
over assaults upon the head of the 
State, no matter where committed. 
This will not be exactly a statute of 
majesty, but it will be a republican 
counterpart thereof in so far as our 
Constitution and form of government 
will admit. 

it is believed by members of the 
Cabinet and their advisers that public 
opinion will sanction such a law, with 
the extremest penalties which can 
be inflicted without violation of the 
Constitution. Something must tie 
done. Every one wants to put a stop to 
these assassinations and attempted as¬ 
sassinations of our Presidents. Thrice 
in a little more than a third of a cen¬ 
tury has a President of the United 
States fallen with an assassin’s bullet 
in bis body. 

It is not generally known that Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland’s life was once at¬ 
tempted by a miscreant in New York. 
A pistol was aimed at Mr. Cleveland 
on the steps of his house in Madison 
avenue, but Mr. Cleveland himself 
knocked tbe would-be assassin over 
before the shot was fired. The man 
was insane and was taken to an asy¬ 
lum without publicity.

The Cormorant, when sent 
to investigate the affair, met with 
strong opposition. 

Htr crew were compelled to fight a 
pitched battle and the result was most 
disastrous, the natives sustaining a 
loss of eighty killed and seventeen cap¬ 
tured. After they had been thorough¬ 
ly subdued, the captured were taken to 
Herbertshoe, German Now Guinea.

This is from a fragment of piano fin¬ 
gering left by Chopin: “No one uotloes 
Inequality in the power of the notes of 
a scale when It is played very fast and 
equally as regards time. In s good 
mechanism the aim Is not to play ev¬ 
erything with an equal sound, hut to 
acquire a beautiful quality of touch 
and a perfect shading. 

“For a long time players have acted 
against nature In seeking to give equal 
power to each finger. On the contrary, 
each Huger should have an appropriate 
part assigned It. The thumb has the 
greatest power, being the thickest fin¬ 
ger and the freest. Then comes the lit¬ 
tle finger, at the other extremity of the 
hand. The middle finger Is the main 
support of the hand and is assisted by 
the first. Finally comes the third, the 
weakest one. 

“Asto this Siamese twin of the middle 
finger some players try to force It with 
all tlietr might to become Independent, 
a thing impossible and most likely un¬ 
necessary. There are. then, many dif¬ 
ferent qualities of sound, just as there 
are several fingers. The point Is to 
utilize the differences, and this, In other 
words. Is the art of fingering.”—Hune- 
ker's “Chopin, the Man and Ills Mu 
sic.”
